F.B.1. AGENT SPEAKS AT NORTH CLEVELAND 

Mr. J. A. Robie represented Mr. J. Edgar Hoover in a 
special service, attended by the local Ministerial Associa- 
tion and parents, on April 5. His subject was “Crime and 
the Church.” He quoted Mr. Hoover, “Crime is the product 
of spiritual starvation,” in showing the cause of crime and 
the responsibility of the church toward it. He said that 
crimes are guided by selfish motives—no criminal loves his 
fellow man nor respects the law officers. 

He gave the following alarming statistics: A serious 
crime is committed every 18.7 seconds; 10,750,000 crimes 
were committed in the United States in 1948; there was a 
4.3 per cent increase in crime in 1948 over 1947 in the rural 
districts (night clubs, dance halls, etc., being moved out- 
side of cities could be responsible) ; 58 per cent of criminals 
arrested last year were repeaters. The predominant age 
of criminals is twenty-one to twenty-four years; 44 per 
cent of all auto thieves last year were youngsters about 
twelve. There are 111,000,000 fingerprints on file in Wash- 
ington. It is estimated that one out of every twenty persons 
in the United States will be arrested during his life. 

In answer to the question, “Who are more delinquent, 
the parents or the children?” he said, “The parents.” It 
was stated during the meeting that Judge Miller of 
Chattanooga reported that of the 6,000 juveniles he had 
tried in eight years, neither a girl nor boy came before him 
who was a regular attendant of church and Sunday School. 

The facts and statistics by Mr. Robie, and Judge Miller’s 
testimony, all constitute an unavoidable challenge to the 
Church of God.

II. GOOD MATERIAL IS CER- 
TAINLY NEEDED 


We must make the very best choice 
of material for our building, if it is 
to be a good one. Just any kind of 
cheap material won’t do, if we are 
to have a building that will stand the 
test. So our spiritual house we are 
building meeds the very best of 
material. A good _ self-pronouncing 
Bible is the most essential in our 
building material; then, too, a good 
concordance is also of great necessity. 
Also, we shall come up against hard- 
to-understand places in our Bible 
studying, so we need a good reliable 
commentary to help us. There are 
other materials that are important, 
such as good periodicals—the Evan- 
gel, fundamental books by good au- 
thors, etc. All these make up our ma- 
terial.

Introduction: Jesus is now the risen 
Lord, which means “one supreme in 
authority,” “a ruler-master or gover- 
nor.” This title “Lord” was one of the 
many that indicated His place and 
work in the lives of men. In reading 
this sermon by the apostle Peter, 
from which the text of this message 
is taken, it can be seen that various 
statements in the Psalms, made by 
the long-corrupted David, had refer- 
ence to the Lordship of Christ and 
not David. Peter proved to Israel and 
the crowd at Jerusalem that David 
was not referring to himself 
when he said the holy one 
wouldn’t see corruption, but rather 
to Jesus. It was not David’s lot 
to escape corruption, ascend to 
the right hand of God, and sit there 
till all enemies were made his foot- 
stool, but rather one whom David 
claimed as “my Lord” and, Thomas, 
“my God.” David was held in high 
esteem by his hearers, and was a man 
of great note, whose memory was 
justly precious, yet He knew that 
another was to come who was to be 
Lord. 


I. GOD HATH MADE HIM LORD 


I ask you: Have you made Him 
Lord? If God, in all His wisdom and 
greatness, deemed Him to be Lord, 
why is it that you feel it wouldn’t be 
best to make Him Lord of your life? 
In Exodus, the twentieth chapter, we 
have ten codes, or laws, known to us 
as the Ten Commandments. They 
were ten rules given for Israel to ob- 
serve in order for them to have God 
occupy the rightful place in their 
lives, and also to aid them in their re- 
lationship with each other. These ten 
rules were given to Moses after he 
left the tent-covered plains and 
climbed the mountainside, leaving 
the people at his feet. He stayed be- 
fore God forty days and nights with- 
out interruption. In this forty-day 
period, he saw God, was given these 
ten rules, and had revealed to him 
the exact pattern of the Tabernacle, 
which was to be constructed and 
erected in the plain for the spiritual 
good of the people. 
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JESUS IS) 


In this first rule, given in verse 
three, God demands that all other 
gods be put away, by saying, “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before me.” 
In other words, He demanded and 
wanted to be the only true Lord in the 
lives of the Israelites. 

I hear some of you saying, “Preach- 
er, that is in the Old Testament and 
we have a better covenant now.” That 
is true, and people are rejecting the 
terms of the new just as Israel did 
when they crucified the true Lord. 
Yes, God has made Him Lord, but 
many will not have this man to reign 
over them. How much better the 
world would be if Christ were really 
and truly the Head of the house, the 
unseen Guest at every meal, and the 
silent Listener to every conversation. 


II. WHAT IS HE TO BE LORD OF? 


1. Of Our Time. There are different 
views taken of time. Some regard 
time as a useless commodity, to be 
frittered away in trifles. Many do not 
see anything in it that is fraught with 
eternal issues. Time is their cheapest 
article. To others, time is an inex- 
haustible monotony. They dismiss 
the passing year by a mere state- 
ment: “Another year is past.” But 
that is not so, if Jesus has been Lord 
of our time and we have spent a 
rightful portion of it in the cause of 
God. It does more to us than add days 
to our earthly existence. If we make 
Him Lord of our time, there will al- 
ways be room for the Lord’s service. 
Many people say, “I have no time to 
pray, no time to read my Bible, no 
time to attend church or prayer 
meeting”; but if He is Lord of our 
time, we will find it used for His glory. 

If He is Lord of our time, we will 
not be lulled to sleep by a kind of take- 
it-easy gospel; neither will we be 
misled by crack-pot theories and date 
setting, which deceives the gullable 
and unstable minds. Paul said, 
“Knowing the time, that now it is 
high time to awake out of sleep: for 
now is our salvation nearer than 
when we believed,” Rom. 13:11. We

Christ and the believer are joined 
together in an association and rela- 
tionship as wonderful as it is blessed. 
There are seven points in which the 
Christian is associated with his Lord. 


The Christian is crucified with 
Christ (Galatians 2:20). When Christ 
died on the cross, He paid our death 
penalty there.

When Christ 
lives, we live also (John 14:19). 


The Christian is raised together 
with Christ (Ephesians 2:6). We are 
raised from the death of sin to walk- 
ing in newness of life. When Christ 
rose from the tomb, the resurrection 
of every child of God was as assured 
as if he had himself, already risen. 


The Christian is seated together in 
heavenly places with Christ (Ephe- 
sians 2:6). We enjoy heavenly priv- 
ileges now, fellowship and commun- 
ion with Him. We who are members 
of the body are represented in heaven 
by Christ who is Head of the Church, 


and while we are yet here in the body 
on the earth, we are present in Him in 
the court of glory. 


The Christian is a joint-heir with 
Christ (Romans 8:17). He is the heir 
of all things, and He is our Elder 
Brother. We share in the family pos- 
sessions. His heritage is jointly ours. 


The Christian suffers with Christ 
(Romans 8:17). This is one 
phase of our relationship with Him 
which many of us should like to avoid, 
but the suffering which touches one 
member of the family touches all the 
family.

It is generally conceded that this 
“latter day outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit” as on the Day of Pentecost in 
Acts 2, commenced with revivals be- 
tween 1904 and 1906. Never in church 
history has it been known that a re- 
ligious revival reached so many peo- 
ple and countries of the world in so 
short a period. There is no man that 
can claim to have started this world- 
wide revival, and yet it has inspired 
even ordinary laymen to become 
great spiritual leaders and missionar- 
ies. Many of the wonderful pioneers 
in this Pentecostal revival are still 
with us, but on the whole a new gen- 
eration has marched into action 
everywhere. 

This new generation faces a new 
world, a world where news from ev- 
erywhere to everywhere is flashed 
around the earth in a few seconds; a 
world where one can travel from 
continent to continent in a matter of 
hours; a world where distant nations 
have become close neighbors. The 
days of covered wagons and sailing 
vessels were left behind with the first 
years of this God-given revival. Jour- 
neys that took Paul the apostle 
months and years to complete can 
now be covered in a few weeks, giving 
the same time for ministry as he did. 
From the sacred records it is clear 
that the gospel preached in the power 
of the Holy Spirit reached the whole 
of the known world during the life- 
time of the apostles, in spite of the 
handicaps of travel and communica- 
tion. This modern Pentecost has al- 
ready reached almost all nations, but 
should we not hasten to reach ALL 
CREATURES? 

The future of this world-wide 
Pentecostal Fellowship might well be 
decided during the next few years, 
when it turns the half-century, for it 
is the transition from pioneer en- 
deavor to a period in which we may 
be faced with opportunities exceed- 
ing anything of which our pioneers 
dreamed. Together with modern 
methods of rapid travel and com- 
munication, we have the promise of 
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God. “BY MY SPIRIT.” Atomic ener- 
gy has been unleashed in the world, 
and the use of POWER is the issue 
of our time. Indeed, the POWER of 
the Holy Spirit is the issue in decid- 
ing the future of the Pentecostal Fel- 
lowship. We are called to rededicate 
ourselves to the will of God as it is 
revealed in the Bible, in prayer and 
the revelation of the Holy Spirit. As 
never before, we should respond to 
His unchanging commission to carry 
His message to all men of all nations. 
We are called not only as individuals 
but as members of this World Fellow- 
ship, because we have been baptized 
in the “same Spirit.” And we, as a 
movement, are called by the One who 
baptizes with the Holy Ghost and 
with fire, to give ourselves without 
reserve in a new consecration. 

Never in its history has the Pente- 
costal Movement been faced with so 
unique an opportunity as confronts it 
in something like ninety nations to- 
day. As official delegates travel from 
all parts of the world to the world 
conference in Paris, they may recall 
the first fellowship meetings where 
a few gathered from one state or 
province; then greater meetings. 
where larger numbers gathered from 
all states or provinces, and then glo- 
rious national fellowship conventions. 
Quite a number will remember inter- 
national conventions in Amsterdam, 
and Stockholm and other centers. 
The first World Conference in Zurich, 
1947, is still fresh in the minds of 
many, but that Conference only 
served to show the vast expansion of 
missionary activities, and convinced 
all concerned that we should consider 
at another World Conference the far- 
reaching developments which sprang 
from such small beginnings. There is 
a need to get better acquainted and 
have closer fellowship. 

The burning issue which confronts 
this 1949 Conference in Paris is the 
planning of united action on a world 
front. The missionary work of the 
Pentecostal Movement is not finished, 
it has only just begun. As a plan of

I take the position that there is a 
personal devil, and he is not bound 
as yet. There is a school that may be 
termed as that of the latter-day 
gnostics, who teach that the devil is 
now bound. If he is bound, he is 
bound to a tremendously long chain. 
But let us get down to real theology. 
When it comes to the personality of 
Satan, we have positive proof. We 
shall begin our argument based on 
Matthew 4:1-11. The text is the 
account of the temptation of 
Christ in the wilderness. There 
is but one way to under- 
stand this event—as the history of a 
real occurrence; our Lord was actual- 
ly tempted by the devil as a person; 
He entered into a personal combat 
with the devil. 

The above interpretation presup- 
poses two things—the devil is super- 
human and personal. The account 
could come only from the mouth of 
our Lord; and it describes an actual 
scene, not a dream. The devil really 
came to Jesus. Why confuse the plain 
statements. The devil actually carried 
our Lord from place to place. We see 
in this narrative nouns and personal 
pronouns. Verse 1, “To be tempted of 
the devil’; verse 3, “the tempter came 
to him”; verse 5, “The devil taketh 
him up”; verse 6, “and saith unto 
him”; verse 7, “Jesus said unto him”; 
verse 8, “again the devil taketh him 
up”; verse 11, “then the devil leaveth 
him.” To say that this was not a 
personal devil who attacked the Lord 
would be to derange the grammatical 
status of the narrative. The devil is a 
slanderer, a traducer. The devil is 
always used in the Bible to signify an 
evil spirit, never to personify evil in 
man or in the world. 

Here is another great truth taught 
in the narrative; namely, “The king- 
dom of darkness,” of which the per- 
sonal devil is the prince. The devil 
knew his rival. Therefore, he threw 
all of his satanic strength into the 
battle against Him. But thank God, he 
lost the battle.
